SCHOOL   REPORT 


To  the' legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Auburn  the   following  Report 
is  respectfully  submitted : 

District  No.  1. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lilly  Dolber  of  Candia. 
This  was  her  first  school,  yet  Miss  Dolber  showed  herself  an  en- 
ergetic teacher,  and  the  school  made  good  progress. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  May  A.  Lufkin  of  Au- 
burn. The  term  closed  suddenly  without  any  examination,  owing  to 
the  sudden  illness  of  the  teacher  ;  but  from  the  appearance  of  the 
school  at  its  commencement,  and  Miss  Luf  kin's  known  ability  as 
a  teacher,  along  with  the  testimony  of  such  of  the  parents  of  her 
scholars  as  we  have  been  able  to  see,  it  was  universally  pronounc- 
ed "the  best  school  we  have  had  for  some  time."  We  are  satis- 
fied it  was  a  profitable  term. 

District  No.  2. 

There  have  been  two  terms  in  this  district.  The  first  was 
taught  by  Miss  May  A.  Lufkin.  This  was  her  first  school,  yet 
she  soon  showed  herself  to  be  the  right  person  in  the  right  place, 
and  the  closing  examination  showed  good  progress,  along  with 
good  order  and  thoroughness. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ella  F.  Hanson  of  Au- 
burn. Miss  Hanson  is  a  teacher  of  large  experience  and  good 
reputation,  which  reputation  she  has  fully  maintained  this  term. 
She  had  the  champion  class  in  arithmetic,  composed  of  Mary  E. 
Pratt,  aged  13,  Isabelle  Leavitt,  12,  and  Rosie  C.  Lufkin,  12,  who 
commenced  Greenleaf  's  Common  School  Arithmetic  at  common 
fractions  and  finished  the  book  within  a  couple  of  pages,  with  a 
thoroughness  rarely  equalled. 
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District  No.  3. 

There  have  been  three  terms  in  this  district.  The  first  wag 
taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Dearborn,  who  fully  sustained  her  well- 
merited  reputation  as  a  thorough  teacher.  The  fact  that  this  was- 
her seventh  term  in  this  district  bears  witness  of  what  the  people 
of  the  district  think  of  her  as  a  teacher. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Clara  Bickford  of  Con- 
cord, who  is  a  young  lady  of  good  ability  and  good  standing  as  a 
scholar. 

The  third  term  is  being  taught  bv  Miss  Jennie  G.  Clark  of  Au- 
burn. This  is  Miss  Clark's  first  experience  as  a  teacher,  yet  the 
scholars  have  made  commendable  advancement  in  their  studies, 
and  the  school  has  some  weeks  yet  to  continue. 

District  No.  4. 

There  have  been  three  terms  in  this  district.  The  first  term 
was  taught  by  Miss  Annie  B.  Emery  of  Chester.  This  was  her 
first  school,  yet  she  showed  those  traits  of  character' so  needful  for 
a  first-class  teacher,  and  the  scholars  made  good  progress. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  L.  Hall  of  Chester. 
This  was  her  first  experience  as  a  teacher,  but  at  the  first  visit  of 
your  Committee  she  seemed  at  home  in  the  school  room  and  mas- 
ter of  her  situation.  Her  scholars  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and 
their  lessons  were  well  learned  ;  and  Miss  Hall  showed  herself  a 
thorough  and  practical  teacher,  governing  her  school  with  rare 
coolness  and  judgment. 

The  third  term  was  taught  by  the  same  teacher,  who  added 
new  luster  to  the  brilliant  reputation  as  a  teacher  which  she  had 
already  acquired.  At  the  closing  examination  a  goodly  number  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  district  were  present,  showing  that  "in  this 
little  corner  of  Aufcurn,"  the  people  are  interested  in  the  education 
of  their  children,  without  which  interest  it  is  impossible  to  have  a 
good  school. 

District  No.  5. 

There  have  been  two  terms  in  this  district.  Both  were  taught 
by  Mary  C.  Chase  of  Auburn.  Although  Miss  Chase  had  no  pre- 
vious  experience  as  a  teacher,  she  taught  an  excellent  school,  in- 
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teresting  her  scholars  in  their  studies  ;  thus  having  well  learned 
lessons  of  good  length,  and  at  all  times  preserving  the  most  per- 
fect order. 

District  No.  6. 

This  district  had  two  terms  the  past  year,  the  first  being  taught 
by  Miss  Ella  L.  Fittz  of  Chester.  Miss  Fittz  possessed  in  a  mark- 
ed degree  the  power  of  winning  the  affections  of  her  pupils  and 
interesting  them  in  their  studies.  The  lessons  were  well  learned, 
and  the  advancement  satisfactory. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Emily  Sanborn  of  Candia. 
Miss  Sanborn  is  a  teacher  of  mature  experience,  and  the  school 
made  fair  progress. 

District  No.  7. 

The  first  term  was  taught  by  Mi>s  Mary  F.  Pingree.  This  was 
her  sixth  term  in  this  district.  The  school  made  fair  progress  and 
she  fully  sustained  her  previous  reputation. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Amelia  L.  House  of  Stan- 
stead,  C.  E.  Miss  House  commenced  the  school  with  every  pros- 
pect of  success,  but  owing  to  the  sickness  of  her  parents,  she  was 
obliged  to  leave  suddenly,  without  any  closing  examination.

Remarks. 


A  fair  degree  of  interest  has  been  shown  in  most  schools.  In 
some  districts  an  unfortunate  circumstance  is  the  many  kinds  of 
text-books  in  use,  thus  multiplying  the  number  of  classes,  so  that 
the  teacher  has  but  a  few  minutes  to  attend  to  each ;  and  although 
not  feeling  at  liberty  to  order  a  complete  change  in  the  books  used, 
your  committee  would  recommend  that  parents,  when  purchasing 
books  for  their  children,  should  purchase  Greenleaf 's  Improved 
Series  of  Arithmetics,  Warren's  Geographies,  and  Weld  &  Quack- 
enbos'  Grammar.  I  would  suggest  to  committees  and  teachers 
that  they  find  out  what  the  Laws  of  the  State  make  the  duties  of 
each,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  tl^at  which  is  not  their  duty  to 
superintend,  whereby  the  harmony  of  the  school  may  be  dis- 
turbed.
